SATUTAEg'  OIRCUMSTATTCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

Water . ~Har ston , Croxton,  Knipton  and  Balvoir  have  a good 
supply  of  spring  water  free  from  pollution,  and  the  parishes  in  the 
'Tale  are  supplied  with  shallow  wells,  helng  mere  shallow  in  Bottesford 
than  in  tho  other  rlllRges.  No  part  of  the  district  is  suppliadfrem 
Water  Works, 


Rivers  and  Streams. -The  River  Devon  runs  through  the 


District,  Beginning  at  tho  parish,  of  Croxton,  it  receives  the  Croxton 
sewage  after  it  has  passed  through  a filter  bed.  It  then  passes 
through  Knipton  and  receives  the  overflow  of  the  septic  filter  beds 
there.  It  then  turns  to  Muston,  about  8 or  9 miles  distant,  where 
all  the  drains  ultimately  enter-  irrto  it,  Prora  here  it  passes  on  to 
Bottesford,  where  a few  more  -drains  empty  into  it.  Beyond  Bottesford 
it  joins  tho  River  Smite,  and  eventually  joins  the  River  Trent  near 
Newark . 

DRAINAGE  AM)  SEWERAGE. 

At  Croxton  and  Knipton,  the  sewage  from  those  houses  with 
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1 a dyke,  and  after  2 miles  of  natural  filtration  anters  the  River  Devon 
at  Knipton.  The  Knipton  effluent  enters  the  river  direct.  The  sowers 
of  l&iston  and  a small  proportion  of  those  of  Bbttesford  pass  directly 
into  the  river.  At  Bottasford,  there  is  a main  sewer  which  follows 
the  course  of  the  (rranthaD-Nottingham  road,  and  at  the  West  end  of  the 
village  is  open  and  ;rans  as  such  for  2 miles  to  the  boundary  of  the 
district.  The  solid  matter  is  romovod  when  nooessary.  The  mean  sewer 
is  flushed  frequently  from  the  River  Devon, 


CLOSET  AcemoDmm,

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1920,  l3ut  in  future  this  inspootion  is  to  be  carried  out  all  over  the 
County  by  the  Authorities  at  Leioester.  Harston  Soiiool  was  closed  on 
aooourjt  of  cMokon  pox  from  Deoa-nber  1st.  till  after  the  Ghristsas 
Holidays,  and  Bottesford.  School  froa  May  3 - May  21st.,  on  aooount  of 
measles • 

IgliKt-Thc  supi^ly  and  distribution  of  pure  wholesone  milk  In 
your  district  is  (juite  vsatisfaotor^'-.  Thar©  are  68  oowkeepers  in  the 
district.  .Some  of  the  milk  is  sent  In  to  towns,  some  used  locally, 
and  the  rest  made  into  oheeso.  There  is  one  cheese  factory.  The 
dairies  aro  kept  clean.  The  oovr- shads  arc  whitewashed  re^palarly,  and 
are,  on  the  -whole,  kept  clean. 

OTHER  FOODS « -Meat  has  been  porlodioaliy  inspected  and  found 
good,  and  the  sanits^ry  condition  of  th©  various  shops  is  satisfactory. 

A publio  abattoir  has  not  been  established  in  the  district.  All  the 
slaughter  houses  ar©  owned  or  tenanted  by  private  butchers,  and  are 
kept  clean,  flo  carcass  or  part  of  a carcass  has  been  oondaoned  for 
tuberculosis .
